The better way to deal with the issue would be to ap- 
point a committee of parliament at the coming session to 
make a study of the whole basis of Confederation, with a 
view to arriving at a general settlement that would be fair 
to all provinces and therefore permanent. Closely related 
to the question of subsidies to the provinces are a num- 
ber of other questions which should also be cleared up. 


The Fathers of Confederation envisioned the future 
Dominion as a single undivided nation inhabited by the 
Canadian people owing fealty to a central government. 
The basic Confederation law, known as the B. N. A. Act, 
establishes this by every section within its four corners. 
The Federal government was to be supreme.. However, in 
view of the fact that the people of Quebec were accus- 
tomed to the Civil Law and not the Common Law of Eng- 
land, and belonged to a religious faith different from the 
majority in the other provinces, matters of strictly local 
or provincial concern were to be entrusted to the provinces. 
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IN the course of years, following on a series of judg- 
ments of the courts, these fundamental principles have 
been forced into the background and the doctrine of pro- 
vincial rights or provincial autonomy has become estab- 
lished. As a result the provincial governments have been 
able to take to themselves powers and have assumed obli- 
gations out of all relation to their intended functions as 
subordinate or municipal governing bodies. Their en- 
croachments on the Federal jurisdiction over a long period 
of years have been so continuous and so successful that it 
almost looks today as if the Dominion was capable of being 
cut up and distributed like a piece of cake. 


The provinces, particularly Ontario amd Quebec, have, 
at the expense of the Dominion, made themselves so pow- 
erful as to become a menace to Confederation. 


| There is duplication of departments by the Dominion 
“and each of the provinces; duplication f @ervices; dupli- 
eation of taxes; duplication of control over corporations; 
‘duplication of measures for the regulation of industry and 
trade. These duplications mean also duplication of costs, 
with an enormous annual expenditure of public money— 
in doing sometimes through ten departments what could 
more efficiently be done by one.

But Confederation took place seventy years 
ago, conditions have changed drastically, and the machin- 
ery needs adjustment to the facta of the present day. 


The best way, the inexpensive way, and the demo- 
eratic way to go about this readjusting is to set a com- 
mittee of parliament the task of examing where and in 
what respects the seventy-year-old scheme stil! functions 
efficiently and economically, and where it makes for con- 
fusion, overlapping and unnecessary expense.

FIRST THINGS FIRST 


An all-weather highway to Peace River is 
the first—and very urgent--requirement of that 
section of the province in the way of road- 
making. Building a second dirt road would cnly 
provide an alternative string of mud-holes for 
people to get mired in while trying to make 
their way into or out of the district in spring, 
mid-summer and fall. That is not at all what 
the situation calls for. 

There is no room for difference of opinion 
as to the desirability of a direct road from 
Edmonton to Grande Prairie. But, since money 
is not available for both, prior consideration is 
due to the hard-surfacing of the road that is 
already in existence, and along which thousands 
of people have made their homes and staked 
their fortunes, in towns and on farms. 

The Peace River district needs a highway 
more than it needs a second mudway. 


WHAT WON’T BE DONE 

If, as the summary seemed to mean, the plans 
of the policy-committee called for the creation 
of Alberta money and the use of artificial means 
to make it circulate, Premier Aberhart has 
given early assurance on both points. The Gov- 
ernment, he says, has no thought of creating a 
new currency. And as for enforced circulation 
of money, he knows no way to accomplish that 
except through taxation—and “I do not believe 
there is any need of compulsory circulation of 
money.” 

These reassuring statements are timely, and 
definite. The impression given by the published 
summary—correct or not—was that it was 
planned to defy the banking law by issuing pro- 
vincial currency, and to use the power of pro- 
vincial legislation to make this currency dis- 
place Dominion money. The alarming nature 
of these proposals is evident, and their paralyz- 
ing effect upon business is equally so. It is well 
that the Premier has squelched them, promptly 
and in set terms.

LOSING GROUND 


Edmonton taxpayers last year paid in more 
tax money than the year's levy was planned to 
bring in. But since the levy was not intended to 
come within $250,000 of meeting the year’s cut- 
lay, the result vas not a decrease in the city’s 
debt, but an increase. 

The same thing happened the year before. 

The taxpayer is in the position of a man try- 
ing to climb up a moving stairway with the 
escalator running backwards. Pay as he will, 
the end of the year finds him saddled with a 
heavier load of city debt than when it began. 

The trouble is not that the taxpayers are not 
willing to pay, nor that they are getting off with 
a lower annua! levy than should be imposed in 
a city of the size. They*are paying all they can 
afford to pay, and as much as the city should 
have to ask of them. Deficits pile up as the 
years pass because the outlay is too large, not 
because the city’s income is too small. 

While the city has to carry its present burden 
of interest charges and relief costs there is Jittle 
if any prospect that tax payments can catch up 
the arrears and restore its financial equilibrium. 
Debenture interest and sinking fund churges 
amount to about a million and a half per year, 
and unemployment relief to a half million. 

The hope for getting income and outgo into 
balance lies in a refunding of the city debt at 
lower interest rates, or the assumption by the 
Governments of the cost of relief. Both esse- 
ments may be needed to stop the retrogression 
that goes on even while the tax levy is being 
over-paid.

CULTIVATING SUSPICION 

If Mr. Anthony Eden, or anyone else, sup- 
posed Mussolini would live up to the implica- 
tions which others saw in the Anglo-Italian pact, 
he reckoned without regard to the Mussolini 
mentality. 

The terms of the agreement provide that 
Italy cannot gain territory anywhere around 
the Mediterranean by sending an expeditionary 
force to help Franco capture Madrid. That is 
Quite as good a guarantee that no expeditionary 
force will be sent as a direct pledge would be. 
Where there is nothing to be gained 11 Duce is 
by no means likely to plunge his country into 
another war. 

But that does not mean he will prevent 
Italians volunteering as recruits for Franco's 
forces. Being all powerful, he could do 80, and 
it was very evidently expected he would do $0.

Insurgents since the negotiations for the pact 
were completed and its terms practically setticd. 
Officially Italy is not intervening; actually it is 
a recruiting area for the Fascists, The Insur- 
gents are getting Italian help; but Italy is not 
taking responsibility for its subjects who enlist 
with them, for what these may do, nor for the 
outcome of the war.

Just to keep the record straight and head off 
any “misrepresentation” alibi, the following is 
reproduced from the editorial columns of the 
Calgary Albertan: 

“Denying that his government had any in- 
tention of initiating drastic laws, the premier 
said in his Sunday afternoon address that the 
only drastic law he would be tempted to con- 
sider would be measures to curb debt evaders 
who, although able to pay, take unfair advan- 
tage of debt legislation. 

“It is well that Mr. Aberhart should have 
pronounced this warning to debt evaders, for 
we all know there are some in Alberta who 
immediately construed the debt legislation of 
last session as the Government's invitation to 
debtors to defy their creditors under State pro- 
tection. Someone, indeed, coined the phrase, 
‘Aberhart is the friend of the debtor,’ which 
was interpreted much too liberally. ‘ 

“If there are still any who misunderstand 
that purpose it is well the first minister should 
have shown them that nothing the legislature 
has enacted is intended to help men to evade 
their just debts; also that if any “drastic” legis- 
lation is contemplated it will be not for the 
Protection of the debtor against the creditor but 
of the creditor against the unscrupulous debtor.” 

This may be taken as the official summary of 
what the Premier said. It will now be up to 
the Ministerial plan-makers and their associates 
to square the eleven points program with this 
flat declaration. 

Maybe it was the ill-used creditors they were 
aiming to protect when they framed the pro- 
posals which two of their number described at 
& party convention as “radical” and designed to 
put the skids under “our only enemy—finance?”

, tines sets up an action called 
peristalsis. By this peristalic 
action, the walis of the intes- 
tines contract, and then relax 
and squeeze the undigested 
food portion along the length 
of the tube, until finally, the 
residue leaves the body. From 
this standpoint, food is a laxa- 
tive and in health, it is the 
only kind of laxative you

need. 

Many patients find that this natural elimi- 
nation does not work as it should. Gradually 
they discover that the elimination of wastes 
which should occur naturally, is slowed down 
and they then look around to some artificial 
preparation which will cleanse the intestines. 


Very often they learn to depend upon laxa- 
tives which are so irritating that the intestines 
make an heroic effort to cleanse themselves by 
several watery evacuations. If the dose taken 
is too large, cramp-like pains may follow. After 
such preparations have been used for some time, 
they may bring on a chronic irritation of the 
intestines. Before using such artificial prepara- 
tions which you prescribe for yourself. I would 
advise you to learn how to let your food be 
your laxative. 

In order for your food to cause natural move- 
ments each day, two things must be provided. 
First, you must secure enough vitamin B. Part 
of this vitamin called Bl] will help to tone up 
your Whole digestive tract and aids in keeping 
the intestines healthy. Vitamin B is found in 
the outside layers of cereals such as whcle- 
wheat. If you eat whole-wheat, you will get 
more of the vitamin than if you eat the refined 
white flour products. Therefore, when you are 
re-training your intestines to take care of elim- 
ination, remember vitamin Bl and whole cereals. 


The second thing which adds to the laxative 
value of food is bulk or roughage. This bulk 
is in the form of cellulose which is not digested 
eby the human body and remains in the intes- 
tines, giving it enough material to work upon. 
Foods best for providing bulk and which might 
be classed as laxative foods are: vegetables, 
fruits and the bran found in whole wheat. This 
type of bulk is the kind nature intended you to 
use and gently sweeps and scours the intestines, 
stimulating them in a natural way. In the 
healthy intestine, the bulk present in vegetables, 
fruits and whole wheat will be sufficient in 
amount to do good. It is nonsirritating and has 
a natural laxative affect. 


Many of you are tiow bothered with consti- 
pation will find that probably all you need to 
overcome this condition is to change your diet 
to the right foods. Use more fruits, more vege- 
tables and more whole wheat products. Very 
often these small changes wil] make just enough 
difference to prevent constipation.

The severe case of constipation due to pro- 
lapsus, kinks. adhesions or some other mechan- 
ical interference probably will not be greatly 
benefited by diet, however, the average case 
which is due chiefly to faulty food, ‘will respond 
in a very gratifying manner. when a few die- 
tetic changes are made. The patient often im- 
proves within a few weeks after adopting a 
more sensible diet, simply because the stimula- 
tion of the right kind of food- in the healthy 
colon is the only “laxative” nature intended to 
be necessary. ‘ 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: C.P. writes: “Many thanks for 
your articles on the ultra violet. Will you 
Please tell me when the infra-red ray is of 
value? Many lamps of this type are being sold, 
but I do not understand when they should be 
used, or what for.” 

ANSWER: The infra-red ray is one of the 
most penetrating rays known and seems to be 
especially valuable in stimulating the healing 
power of the body, which is probably due to the 
fact that the use of the ray induces an increased 
flow of blood through the part treated. The 
infra-red ray is primarily a heat treatment and 
is used at home in many instances. It might be 
used in any case where any other kind of heat 
treatment would be of value; for example, in 
the relief of pain. 

QUESTION: Effie asks: “Kindly tell me 
whether or not the combination of eggs and to- 
matoes in the proportion of one egg te one- 
quarter of a large tomato forms a chemica) re- 
action which reduces fat.” 

ANSWER: There is nothing about the chem- 
ical combination of eggs and tomatoes which 
will tend to reduce weight. If this diet is used 
exclusively it will cause reduction because it 
does not contain much caloric value.

A Day in Canadian History .

Got a surprise when I read in The Bulletin 
on Thursday a story from New York that one 
Harry Cowper had turned from rum-running to 
painting a picture for the Royal Academy. Each 
winter he sails the southern seas with one of the 
Cunard round-the-world cruises and paints 
many a canvas. At one time Harry made a good 
start at newspaper work at the coast, but the 
lure of the sea was too strong for him. A very 
good columnist was Jost when Harry went back 
to his first love. Some day I hope he will write 
the story of his adventurous life. On his first 
trip round Cape Horn as a youngster of four- 
teen or fifteen he was washed overboard by a 
sea, to be saved because, in sailor lingo, the next 
wave washed him back again and he grabbed a 
taffrail. (Actually, the next sea throws the ship 
to where the sea victum is in the lee, giving him 
a chance if he is lucky, to grab the Jee rai] as 
the ship goes under). Eighteen months later he 
was landed at the Azores, with five of the crew. 
all blind with scurvy. They had been living on 
the same measly pork and weevily biscuits they 
had set sail with eighteen months before. Treat- 
ment with vegetable poisons restored then to 
health again. Back again he went round Cape 
Horn. 

Harry was on the §.S. Prince George on the 
Vancouver-Prince Rupert run when the war 
broke out. Off he hot-footed to England to of- 
fer himself for the Navy. When he showed the 
Naval recruiters his discharges they said, “Oh, 
we don’t want men like you in the Navy. We 
want the real sailors to run the submarine block- 
ade. We can take men off the streets and make 
naval seamen of them in ninety days, but we 
can’t make sailors.” 


So Harry joined the Cunard-White Star ser- 
vice and has been with it ever since, save for 
occasional leave for studio work, and a few trips 
in the “off-shore” trade.

LOOSE CEILING PLASTER 
By Roger B. Whitman 

In a bad storm not long ago. a leak 
developed in the roof of a house 
not far fiom my own. The first 
sign of it was a wet spot on the 
ceiling of an upstairs bedroom. and 
a drop of water to the floor.. The 
wet spot on the ceiling was about 
three feet across, The plaster was 
so thoroughly soaked that it loos- 
ened from the lath and bulged 
ownward, although it did not fall. 
A plasterer who was called in, re- 
commended the replastering of the 
entire ceiling, saying that as part 
of the plaster had loosened, the rest 
was probably weakened, and might 
also fall. I did not at all agree 
with him. Water had affected only 
the plaster in one place, and I could 
not see that this would have the 
slightest effect on the rest. My 
recommendation was to cut out the 
weak plaster, and to apply -new 
plaster only to that space. This,

FFOR mnths now this column has been urging that @ deletmined move 
to have the dominion and provincial governments accept the respon- 
sibilities which are rightfully theirs in the matter of encouraging sport. 
Naturally the announcement that Hugh Plaxton has placed a resolution 
along this line on the House of Commons order paper is cheering news. 
The Canadian Press story on this resolution indicates that the move has 
not yet got down to bed rock, but undoubtedly it will be stripped of its 
useless frills during the course of the debate. As it stands at present, this 
resolution is simply an instrument to bring the subject before the House 
for diseussion and possible action. 


It does not appear te be sound business te create a ministry of 
aport. It would be mech better to make it a branch of come existing 
ministry. This will save a great dcal of money anti! such time as the 
administration of sport becomes a matter big enough te warrant it 
being made inte a separate portfelie. 


In unofficial discussion of the resolution the suggestion that the gov- 
ernment take over control of sport—become a fort of appeal court for 
squabbles—is being made, This should be killed at once. Established sport 
organizations, whether pro or amateur, must continue to control their 
own sport. Going to the Federal government for a solution of hockey's 
war with the Amateur Athletic Union of Canada is ridiculous. For « gov- 
ernment department to lay down iron-bound rules that sport must follow 
is a form of dictatorship that is entirely foreign to Canada. If such con- 
trol is contemplated, the move will never get the support of the sporting

Let’s Tackle It Ina Logical Way 


R. PLAXTON does not seem to quite grasp the basic causes of sport's 
present troubles. It is not lack of control, but lack of dollars. The 
Canadian Amateur Hockey Association's break with the Amateur Athletic 
Union of Canada is wholly financial at the bottom. Hockey is hard-up 
today. It feels that a new set-up is needed to bring back profitable gates 
and it feels that these gates can only come from adopting a program which 
the Amateur Union will not accept. 


Today there are just as good brains in Canadian sport as the gov- 
ernment could possibly hope to obtain for the proposed department. 
They know how to provide the finest recreation and sport facilities 
in the world for Canadians, but they haven't got the money to pro- 
vide the necded buildings, grounds and facilities. It is help in this 
financing that the government must give. 


I am not suggesting for a minute that a federa] department of spor! 
should pay out a lot of money in fancy salaries and travelling expense: 
for so-called sport advisers. Neither do I believe that money should be 
spent directly on athletes as subsidies to teams or assistance in travelling. 
But I do feel certain that the government should undertake to provide 
facilities for sport where they are needed most.

Make Sport Self-Supporting 


ASKATOON is struggling to get together enough money for a modern 
arena with artificial ice that will make hockey financially securc 
there for decades. It will also make possible really big time boxing, 
wrestling, indoor bike racing. basketbal] and other sport events. Regina 
needs a similar plant, so does Edmonton and practically every city be- 
tween Winnipeg and Vancouver. For the amount of money whicl: the 
Bennett government squandered on enlarging armories that were already 
too big, many of these needed sport plants could have been built. These 
plants would have provided even more work and wages than the armories 
did. They would have brought comfort, pleasure and health to tens of 
thousands of the-citizens who pay the final cost. As it is these citizens 
are paying for the armories and getting absolutely nothing out of them 


We are not contending that in this belligerent age the matter of 
national defence should be overlooked, but it would be quite a trick 
for any one to explain how a great straggling armory contributes to 
the defence of a country. 


What we are driving at it that there is plenty of money available for 
public works if only enough pressure is brought to bear at Ottawa If 
# department of sport is organized at the coming session, let it be given 
a decent piece of the public works appropriation for use in building per- 
manent sport facilities. These buildings and grounds can then be put at 
the disposal of the public in the same way as our national parks are. It 
can then exercise a sort of parental contrel over sport by refusing the 
use of these facilities to individuals or organizations that are not playing 
the game,

But it is in the smaller towns that the need for sport buildings and 
grounds is even more acute. Take for example a town with a popviation 
of 800. A grant through a dominion department of sport of only $35,000 
would give them a building that would be suitable for hockey and curling, 
contain a gymnasium, and be a covered swimming pool in the summer. 
It would also be a centre of civic life, offering accommodation for public 
meetings, stock shows, grain shows, carnivals—any number of things. 
This same $35,000 grant would also give the town a fenced field with 
covered stands for baseball, football, track events and tennis, Such 
facilities would ensure all sport being able to support themselves finan- 
cially from gate receipts. Its contribution to the health—mental and 
physical—community spirit and contentment of the’ citizens would be 
tremendous. 


Of course, it would be impossible to supply funds for al] these pro- 
jects at once, but a definite annual appropriation would do wonders in 
a few years. If Canada is to have an annual public works appropriation 
of at least $50,000,000 as has been indicated, why shouldn't sport be given 
$1,000,000 of it? This would build three major city arenas and give eight 
towns magnificent facilities. Carry on this appropriation regularly for 
30 years and we will have practically all the sport buildings and grounds 
that the big centres need. Another five years would then clean up most 
of the small towns. 
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This million a year for buildings aid grounds is well with:n the 
power of the dominion government. It will inflict no burden on tax 
payers, but give them genuine pleasure, health and recreation. It will 
give work to thousands, and help business immensely. Any business 
man will tell you that booming sport brings plenty of money into circu- 
lation in his town or city,
